tion the validity of whose election they had 
never acknowledges. Northern Republicans were 
insisting that Kansas should be admitted as a free 
State; Southern Democrats were threatening a 
secession from the Union unless she was admit- 
ted as a slave State; in this state of the case 
Mr. Crittenden, in a spirit of compromise, offer 
ed an amendment submitting the whole affair to 
the people of Kansas and admitting her either as 
a free or a slave State, as they might determine. 
Than this proposition nothing could have been 
more fair, nothing could have been more honor 
able. The Republicans who were opposed to 
slavery ought to have been and were willing to 
leave the matter to those who were to be affect 
ed by it; the Southern men who desired to see 
slavery extended, ought not to have desired to 
force it upon those who had an aversion to the 
institution, but ought to have been satisfied with 
permitting the people of every State to say what 
their own domestic institutions should be Every 
principle for which the South has so long con- 
tended was admitted in the Crittenden amend- 
ment. When the Republicans had so fully com 
milled themselves to this amendment, it was evi 
dently Mr. Buchanan's policy to adopt it at once. 
If be had done ko, he would not only have 
himsell upon the rock of eternal justice 
which all the storms of faction 
could never have shaken him; he would not only 
have kept his faith plighted to Governor Walk- 
er, to the people of Kansas and the Union; but 
be would have covered himself with honor and 
glory, and conservative men throughout the 
length and breadth of the land would have rallied 
to his support His partizans would have swept 
Pennsylvania, Indiana, Ohio and Iowa, as com- 
pletely as the Opposition hsve just done.

It 
was presented by Mrs I >aviess to the late Dr 
Cloud, of this city, aud oy him to Judge Todd. 
This latter gentleman at one time thought to be- 
queath the sword to his son, aud thus keep it in 
his family; but rememb ering the attachment of 
Col. Daviess to the Ma sonic Grand Lodge of 
Kentucky, of which ho was Grand Master at the 
time of his lamented d oath, he determined to 
place it iu the custody of that body. This he did 
in the most beautiful a ud touching manner on 
Thursday morning. ImtYga Todd attempted no 
display of oratory. H« stood, and without a 
gesture or au attempted embelli?hmentol words, 
he told of his attachment to Col. Daviess; ot 
the private goodness, ui anly friendships, devoted 
patriotism, and discreet bravery of Col. Daviess. 
Tears attested the def .lbs from which this ma 
jestic eulogy came, aud every heart felt its 
power. 

The Sword was accepted, in behalf of the 
Grand Lodge, by C. G. Wiutersmith, Esq., in 
a neat, appropriate and beautiful speech. 

It is kuowu that Col. Jouett, of Montgomery 
couuty, thought this to be the sword borrowed 
by Col. Daviess from his lather, but he was 
preseut and on seeing i t was satisfied of his mis- 
take. 

Judge Todd was acc jmpanied to this city by 
several distinguished Masons of Indiana, who 
with several Keutucki aus took part ou the thrill 
ing interesting occasion. 

The sword and hi) t were in a box most 
beautifully wrought of oak wood taken from 
the very tieeuuder whose shade Col. Daviessex- 
pired. 

For safe keeping this valued relic is to be 
placed iu the vault of the Farmers' Bank of 
Kentucky at Frankfort; and the Grand Sec 
retary was ordered to have it at each sue 
ceeding convocation of the Grand Lodge of Ken 
tucky . 

The closing of the Grand Lodge was a most 
solemn and delightful occasion. Past Grand 
Master Winoati, of Frankfort, feeling that it 
might be the last time he will ever meet that body, 
addressing his younger brethren. It was like 
Jacob blessing his sons. The effort was thrilling 
and pathetic. When he finished, the gavel 
sounded, and the Grand Lodge closed. 

At night the fraternity partook of un elegant 
banquet at the Broadwuy Hotel, which was given 
iu honor of their Indiana guests, at which Grand 
Master Morris presided. A number of eloquent 
speeches were made on the occcasion, and the 
company eujoyed themselves to a late hour. It 
waB a most delightful re union, and will long 
hold a place iu the memory of all who had the 
pleasure of participating "in its joyous festivi- 
ties.

Two years ago, about the same hour in which 
wc are" now writing, the editor of the Press, 
then the Chairman of the Democratic State 
Committee, sat down to address the Democratic 
party of the whole country upon the election of 
James Buchanan to the Presidency, and con- 
gratulate the people upon the triumph of tbe 
great principle of Popular Sovereignty, without 
which Mr. Buchanan could not have "been ele- 
vated to that high position.

But we 
deeply regret to say that this time we are called 
upon to rejoice over the triumph of the prinei 
pie, and the defeat of the man who was elected 
upon it. At this writing, it looks as if almost 
every Congressional Lecomptonite in Pennsyl 
vauia had been defeated!

Treaty with China. 

C. W. Bradley, Esq., who is the brearer 
treaty recently concluded by Hon. Wm. B. Reed, 
our Minister to China, with their excellences, the 
Imperial Commissioners, at Tientsin, has arriv- 
ed in this city. We learn that he also brings 
other dispatches from Mr. Reed, oue of which 
is a request of that gentleman to be allowed to 
return to the United State*. In a letter sent by 
Mr. Reed to Com. Tatnal, and by the latter 
transmitted to the Secretary of the Navy, he states 
that he would make such a request of the Gov- 
ernment, and if it was granted, hoped to starl 
on his return about the first of December. He, 
likewise, states in his letter and in the dispatches 
sent by Mr. Bradley, that he had, subsequently 
to the conclusion of the treaty, made arrange- 
ments with the Imperial Commissioners for the 
iuUemuitictttion of American citizens for losses 
sustained by the difficulty at Cautou. A portion 
ot the duties collected at Cautou, Fou Chou, and 
Shanghai were to be appropriated to this object, 
bat owing u> the interruption of commerce con- 
sequent upon the war between China and the 
allies, that government was allowed to postpoue 
the payment of the indemnity until the restora 
tiou of business, probably about the 1st of No- 
vember. 

In view of this arraugemeut, Mr. Reed ad 
vises Com. Talnall, in the letter addressed to 
that officer, that it would be well for the squad 
ron to made its uppuurauce in the wulers of China 
about the period on wh.ch the payment was to 
commence being made, in order that the Chinese 
authorities may inter that this Government w ill 
peremptorily insist ou the fulfillment of that 
stipulation. Mr Reed's letter to Com. T. was 
dated July 5th, on board the Minnesota, iu the 
Gull Ol Pechell.and he was then about proceed 
iug to Shaughai, to await the arrival of the mail 
from America; after which he would, if circum 
stances were favorable, repair to one of the 
northern ports of Japan, to spend the 
summer months. 

Com. Tatnall's despatches to the Navy De- 
partment, bear the same date with the letter of 
.Vlr. Reed, only they were written on board the 
Powhattan. lie stateu that owing to the recent 
treaties, and the swarms of Euglish and French 
ships ot-war which were in the waters of China, 
ail lawful interests of foreigners were safe from 
it terruption lrom the Chinese; and he, therefore, 
regarded the moment as auspicious for with
